2. The enclosed Exhibit is a copy of laboratory notebook pages, which show that we 
determined that the pickwick mutation, which is characterized by a weak heartbeat, is in the titin 
gene. In particular, we found that certain zebrafish sequences that we had identified as being in 
the pickwick locus were homologous to known titin sequences. These pages are dated prior to 
the August, 1999 publication date of Satoh et al. (Biochem. Biophys. Res. Com. 262:41 1-417, 
1999).
